World-Wide Survey 


The United Nations and 
Unesco are meanwhile help- 
‘ing the less developed coun- 
tries to overcome these in- 
equalities and build up their 
mass media as a means of 
raising their living standard. 

This programme is based on 
a world-wide survey gow be- 
ing carried out by Unesco 
through a series of regional 
meetings of mass media ex- 
perts.
